School opening 
went smoothly

After a summer’s worth of an- 
ticipation, the 1996-97 school year 
is finally underway. 

“There’s no question that this 
year has had the smoothest start in 
my eight years in East Jordan,” said 
East Jordan school superintendent 
Chip Hansen, “‘and it’s a real credit 
to our faculty and staff, who worked 
so hard to make sure that we were 
ready to serve the kids.” 

With enrollment up 39 kids from 
last year, East Jordan’s total enroll- 
ment after their first week was 1,237 
students, and administration is antici- 
pating a banner year. 

High School (9-12) enrollment 
was 350 students, middle school (6- 
8) was 307, and elementary (K-5) 
was 580. 

One of the most anticipated 
changes is the opening of northwest 
Michigan’s only Advanced Math, 
‘Science and Technology Center. The 


center offers students the newest in- 
structional technologies available. 

In addition, East Jordan’s recent 
construction efforts at the new middle 
school and elementary playground 
have enabled students, parents, and 
teachers to take pride in the positive 
changes in their school, Hansen said. 

As the year continues, Hansen 
said, effort will continue to be placed 
on the district’s strategic plan, de- 
signed for implementation from 
1995-2000. A few of the plan’s ini- 
tiatives involve increasing present 
graduation levels to 100%, imple- 
menting community and adult edu- 
cational programs, improving com- 
munity service opportunities, extend- 
ing the present fine arts program, and 
developing a working career resource 
center. 

“We are very committed to con- 
tinued implementation of this Stra- 
tegic Plan,” Hansen said, “so we will 
be devoting a lot of our resources to 
that process throughout the year.”

In search of solutions 
to park's vandalism

“Are teens as welcome to East 
Jordan’s Sportsman’s Park as other 
visitors?” 

That question was brought to last 
Tuesday’s city commission meeting 
when parents raised concerns over 
the proper use of the park. 

The problems center around the 
unusual amount of damage done to 
Sportsman’s Park recently and the 
limited means to control it. ; 

“Last summer we had a lot of 
damage done to the park,” police 
chief Jerry Alward said. “Things 
were vandalized, big lights broken, 
and graffiti all over the buildings. 
There were two to three problems a 
week, and we couldn’t determine 
who was doing it.” 

In an attempt to reduce vandal- 
ism in the park, Alward directed his 
officers to ask area teenagers to move 
their “hang-out” spot out of the park, 
closer to the ballfields. 

“We know that they need a place 
to ‘hang-out’, and thought it would 
be better where they were out in the 


open,” Alward said. “The majority of - 


the kids were glad to do it, but a few 

parents complained that their kids 

had a right to be in the park.” 
Parents like Sandy Johnson took 


the side of the kids who disagreed, 
feeling that it was discrimination to 
kick anyone out of the park, simply 
because they were young. 

Although-Alward said he agrees 
that everyone has a right to the park, 
he also doesn’t know of any better 
way to eliminate the vandalism. 

Now aware of the situation, city 
commission members are anxious to 
look for solutions that will suit both 
the city and the teens. 

“I am meeting this week with the 
city administrator and city attorney, 
and we hope to find a solution that 
will work for everybody.” Alward 
said. 

City adminstrator David White 
agreed, saying that “we want to find 
the careful balance so that no valu- 
able East Jordan asset is destroyed, 
and yet no citizen is inconve- 
nienced.” 

Johnson hopes the meeting will 
bring solutions and knows that many 
parents will be attending the next city 
council meeting to see what decisions 
are made. 

“J understand that they want to 
change the present situation,” 
Johnson said, “-and I am anticipat- 
ing a solution to this problem. I just 
don’t want to see any one segment 
being discriminated against.”

Historical society has a birthday

Twenty years might sound like a long time 
to some people but to the members of the Portside 
Art and Historical Society in East Jordan, it’s just 
a scratch on the surface. 

That’s becaus¢ historical society members 
may be proud to be celebrating their 20th anni- 
versary this summer, but they tend to focus less 
on current events than the average group. 

Instead, their focus is on preserving days of 
East Jordan gone by, in the hopes that future gen- 
erations will be able to easily learn about and ap- 
preciate their heritage. 

Two people who are specifically interested 
in this goal are a current and past president who 
have a distinct passion for preserving East 
Jordan’s heritage, and doing it together. 

Bob and Marion Veryzer have been involved 
in the Portside Art and Historical Soctety for al- 
most 12 years, not originally because of their ties 
to East Jordan, but because of their passion for 
history. 

“T am originally from Long Island,” says 

‘Marion, ‘and because my ancestors date to the 
1600's, I have developed a real love for history.”

The Veryzers have been coming to Lake 
Charlevoix for some time and purchased a home 
in East Jordan in 1989. Immediately becoming 
involved in the historical society, tt wasn’t long 
before Bob became an integral member of the 
downtown train preservation project. 

Together the Veryzers have helped many 
other members of the Portside Art and Historical 
Society preserve East Jordan history through the 
organization of a quality historical museum, the 
production of special activities, and most recently, 
the writing of a historical book. 

Soon after their initial organization, the his- 
torical society found the ideal location for their 
museum at Elm Pointe. Property at Elm Pointe 
became available in 1975 when the land was 
given to the city for public use. Developed into a 
public beach, park, rental building, and museum, 
Elm Pointe stands today as a reminder of the past, 
for use by those enjoying the present. 

On the property, East Jordan residents are 
offered a serene and shaded beach as well as grills 
and picnic tables. In addition, the 1! acre parcel 
of land houses the original Munro house, which 
can be rented from the city for weddings and par- 
ties.

The museum, which sits near the entrance to 
the estate looks more like a time machine than 
the garage it once was. Inside, it houses an ex- 
tensive collection of East Jordan artifacts, includ- 
ing individual sections for railroad artifacts, an- 
tique clothing, war memorabilia, lumbering arti- 
facts, opera house memorabilia, farm machinery, 
albums, postcards, and more. 

Society president Marion Veryzer realizes 
that many people have no idea how close they 
are to a wealth of East Jordan memorabilia until 
they come to the museum for some other reason. 

‘We have many files on local families, and 
when people come to research their family his- 
tory they are amazed to find such a great mu- 
seum,” says Veryzer. 

“It isn’t a very big place, but people love it, 
and it is so full of information about the area,” 
adds Veryzer. 

Attached to the museum is another local trea- 
sure, the Cyg Riley Art Gallery, which features 
the purchase prize winner from each summer’s 
art fair. The gallery is used as a meeting room, as 
well as a gallery for the substantial collection of

As the structure grew, so did Allie’s family. Fol- 
jowing in their father’s footsteps, the Chipman boys 
began to learn their father’s trade, and in 1956 Bill be- 
gan working for his father, and was joined by his brother 
Sam in 1967.

Hospital begins fund-raising for CT scanner 


A$10,000 bequest from the Gil- 
bert Saltonstall, M.D., estate is pro- 
viding the kick-off contribution for 
a Charlevoix Area Hospital campaign 
to raise $500,000 for a computerized 
tomography (CT) scanner at the hos- 
pital. 

CT scanners were invented 
about 20 years ago as a result of space 
technology. They provided a new 
wave of diagnostic resources for hos- 
pitals which allowed physicians to 
see inside the body and view soft tis- 


sue without doing surgery. At first it 
was most often used for diagnosis of 
brain injuries or tumors. In recent 
years, CT scans are used to diagnose 
disease and injury to all areas of the 
body. 

Charlevoix Area Hospital has 
not had this technology available on- 
site. Patients needing CT scans have 
been referred to Northern Michigan 
Hospital or Munson Medical Center 
for the procedure.

Get rid of bald spots — Fal) is the 
best time to reseed problem spots in 
the yard. Simply dig 2 inches of peat 
moss into the top 6 inches of soil, 
spread the seed, and top-dress with an 
additional 4 inch of peat moss. Be 
sure to keep the area moist, and you'll 
see results in five to seven days 

Plant now for spring blooms — 
Yep, you can plant bulbs in the fall 
and enjoy beautiful blooms in the 
spring. In fact, most bulbs must be 
planted in the fall and should be 
planied in clusters. Before planting, 
condition the flower bed by digging 3 
inches of peat moss into the top 8 
inches of soil. Then, plant your bulbs 
according to the depth indicated on 
the package.

Get a garden started — If you’d 
like to try your hand at vegetable gar- 
dening next spring. save yourself 
some time by getting started this fall.
